NEW LICENSING RULES, 


HOW A PUBLICAN MIGHT LOSE 
HIS LICENCE, 


Referring to the ‘‘ householders’ certifi- 
cates "’ for the renewal of publiecans’ licénces 
at the annual licensing District Court in 
Malin, the Justice, Mr. L. J. Walsh, said 
that, as this was the first special licensing 
court held under the new rules, he wished to 
draw the attention, both of the publicans and 
of the court clerks, to the necessity of 
having the householders’ certificates properly 
completed before they were presented for 
signature. A lot of people seemed to be 
under the impression that the certificates | 
were only empty formulas, as they were 
often handed in in blank, with the names 
simply attached. People who signed these 
certificates certified a certain thing—namely, 
that the premises had been properly conducted 
during the year, and that the publican was 
a person of good character; and they should 
realise their responsibility in putting their 
names to any doeuments of this sort. 

In future he would refuse to sign any 
renewal certificates in cases in which the 
householders’ certificates were presented to 
him without being duly completed and the 
blanks filled th. The matter was serious, 
because a publican might very easily lose 
his licence if he did not fully ‘comply with 
the necessary legal requirements,

DUBLIN CHILD’S FIRST TIME 
TO CROSS STREET. 

Giving evidence at the inquest, held in 
the Mater Hospital, Dublin, yesterday, on 
her child, Alphonsus Brazil, aged two vears 
and four months, whe died from injuries 
received through beng knocked down by a 
tramcar In wear ge street on Saturday 
last, Mrs. Brazil, Joseph's place, Dub! 
said that there was no ove in charge of him 
when the accident happened, He had never 
crossed the street before. 

Dr. Glynn, heuse surgeon, said that the 
child wes admitted to hospital on Satuiday, 
suffering from a fractured femur and bruises 
on the head and body. The other. organs 
were found to be normal. He would. not say 
that the wheel of the tram had gone over 
the child. Death, in his opinion, was due 
to shock and internal aemorrhage. 

James Wade, Phibsborough place, said 
that on Saturday, at about 5 p.m., he was 
in Blessington street and saw a _ tramcat 
going towards the city. There were two 
children between the tram rails in the centre 
of the street. He heard the tramcar pull 
up and saw a child being removed from 
under the front of it. 

Mrs. Hutchinsoh, Blessington street, 
that she was looking out of her window and 
saw the children crossing the street. ‘The 
tramcar was going slowly towards the city. 
The child was with another child called 
Callery, who was holding his hand. He let 
go Callery’ s hand and ran towards the tram 
car.

Cujum Pecus? 


After a silence of ten days, Mr. J. J. 
Walsh has explained the reasons for his 
mysterious desertion of his colleagues at 
one of the most critical moments in Irish 
history. Mr. Walsh has written to Presi- 
dent Cosgrave from his Swiss retreat at 
Lucerne. He makes no attempt to 
apologise for his ill-manners, but con- 
tents himself with an attack on the 
Government 's pcticy. He has decided to 
‘break with Mr. Cosgrave on two main 
issues, both of which now are rather 
vieux jeux. The first is the Government’s 
fiscal policy, and the second the boundary 
settlement of December, 1925. Mr. 
Walsh declares that’ a year ago, rather 
than split Cumann na nGaedheal, he 
agreed reluctantly to give the Free State 
Tariff Commission a trial, having no faith 
whatever in its impartiality, Its mem- 
bers. were ‘‘ Free Trade -civil servants,”’ 
and, therefore, the experiment was ‘‘ hope- 
lessly prejudiced.”’ Yet, with self-deny- 
ing patriotism, Mr. Walsh acquiesced in 
tho appointment of the Commission, and 
hoped for the worst. Until a.few weeks 
ago he seems to have been wavering, but 
all his doubts were set: at rest when the 
Government Party went ‘‘ bodily over to 
the most reactionary elements in the 
State.” This wild statement apparently 
is Mr., Walsh’s way of saying that. the 
Farmers and Independents—or, as he 
terms them, the ranchers and importers— 
voted with the Government against the 
Labour-Fianna Fédil-National League con- 
spiracy in the Dáil.” ‘He ‘is convinced now 
that the Government policy henceforward 
will be dictated by men “ whose only con- 
cern seems to be the welfare of England ”’ ; 
and’ there is no room in that galley for 
Mr. J. J. Walsh. 

The second line of attack is as sinister 
as the first is foolish; for it involves the 
relations of the Free State with Northern 
Ireland and Great Britain. Mr. Walsh is 
good enough to say that he favours fair 


dealing with England, but alleges boldly 


that she has not kept her side of the bar- 
gain. He never can reconcile himself to 
the payment of land annuities, which 
have nothing whatever to do with the 
Treaty or even with the British Govern- 
ment, but are simply debts that are due 
to private individuals by the Irish 
farmers. How Mr. Walsh has managed 
to convince himself that the land annuity 
question is evidence..of unfair dealing on 
England’s part only his own rather 
tortuous mental processes can explain ; 
but he goes farther. He believes in 
friendship with England—at a price. 
That price is the redress of the ‘‘ great 
wrong ” which was committed by the re- 
fusal of the British Government to bring 
Northern Ireland into the Free State. 
Until that wrong has been righted, he 
declares, the Irish race, at home and 
abroad, must keep its powder dry; for 
there can be no friendship with England. 
A more reckless statement never has been 
made by a man who posed as a respon- 
sible politician. The,;financial contract and 
the boundary agreement with England:

Science and Disease. 


Every English child born in 1927 has a 
better expectation of life, by seventeen 
years, _than that which the babes of 
eighty years ago could claim. This state- 
ment—which, no doubt, is true also for 
Ireland—occurs in the annual report of 
the Chief Medical Officer to the Ministry 
of Health. As a result of medical] re- 
search, popular education and industrial 
laws, the public health of England and 
Wales has improved steadily during the 
first quarter of the present century. The 
death-rate for 1926 (11.6 per thousand) 
was the lowest ever recorded, save in 1923, 
which showed the same figure. The 
infant mortality rate was 70 per thousand, 
as compared with 75 in 1925, and the 
number of notified cases of infectious 
diseases fell from 307,941 to 300,892. These 
facts are the more remarkable because 
1926 was the year of the general strike 
and coal stoppage; but the machinery of 
public health stood the strain, and in 
County Durham, a great mining area, the 
infant death-rate reached its lowest point. 
In the period 1846-50 the total death-rate 
for Eggland and Wales was 22.4 and the 
int dean was 157; for 1886-90 the 
respective figures were 18.5 and 145; and 
for 1921-25 they were 11.9 and 76. Thus, 
in spite of a large increase of population, 
the total death-rate and the infant death- 
rate have been halved within eighty years. 
Tho scourges of former ages, excepting 
smallpox, have vanished, and now the 
chief burden of 4 more highly organised 
community is the financial loss that a re- 
currence of small ailments involves. Last 
year, among the insured population only; 
a total of 28,250,000 weeks’ work was lost 
through transient and, to a large extent, 
preventible sickness. Sir George New- 
man’s report makes special reference to 
three dread diseases. While the plague, 
typhus and cholera have disappeared, the 
growing menace of cancer has replaced 
them and humbles the pride of science. 
During the four years 1847-50 only 274 
of every million persons in England and 
Wales died of cancer. In the single year 
1926 the death-roll from cancer was 1,562 
per million persons—the highest on record 
—and, as we kriow from the reports of the 
new Cancer Institute in Dublin, the same 
year established an Irish “record” for 
deaths from cancer. That last and most 
terrible enemy has yet to be overcome, but 
the report is able to speak far more cheer- 
fully of the conflict with smallpox and 
diphtheria. If in the past few years 
smallpox has regained lost ground—10,146 
cases were notified in 1926—the fact is 
due wholly to human folly and stubborn- 
ness., In all districts where a rigorous 
system of vaccination has been enforced 
the disease has been: eliminated. Sir 
George Newman makes a strong plea for 
the control of diphtheria by the method of 
“toxin antitoxin immunisation,’’ which 
was tested last year with most satisfactory 
results; and he proposes that the method 
shall be applied to children before they 
go to school. “The vast majority. of 
parents are still completely ignorant of 
the fact that it is mow possible to 
have their children protected against 
diphtheria.”’

Arctic Wealth. 


Even those who can boast an extensive 
knowledge of geography will be surprised 
to learn that an area of 5,000,000 square 
miles of ice-free land—greater than that 
of Europe or the United States—remains 


economically undeveloped on the earth’s 


surface. Dr. Rudmose-Brown, in one of 
the most interesting of ‘the sectional 
addresses at the British Association, 
pointed out that in Northern Canada, 
Spitzbergen and the Arctic islands large 
tracts displayed a wealth of vegetation 
“which contradicts all preconceived 
notions of Arctic productivity.” The 
whole of the mainlands of Canada, Alaska 
and Siberia are free irom permanent ice, 
and modern transport development has 
made their settlement for commercial 
purposes quite feasible. The mineral 
resources of Spitzbergen and Arctit Canada 
are considerable, but Dr. Rudmose-Brown 
does not think that development will be 
in this direction, and he is not sanguine 
enough to expect a great future for 
agriculture in the Far North. “It is a 
geographical axiom that the herder must 


give way to the tiller of the soil,”’ but 


avowed that he would take any number of

THE SPEAKER’S CASTING 
’ VOTES. 


SOME CAPE OF GOOD HOPE 


INSTANCES. 


(By “ EX-AFRICAN.”’) 

The old House of Assembly at the Cape 
prided itself upon a a model Assembly, 
and that thoug ee: eeling ran as high as 
in any Parliament. On several occasions the 
Speaker was faced with the necessity of 
giving a casting vote. On every occasion 
party spirit was rampant, passions were high, 
and decision was not easy; yet, after 
momentary outbursts of criticism, the decision 
was loyally accepted. 

The early decisions were probably the most 
difficult. The first Speaker after the granting 
of the 1854 Constitution, Sir Christoffe 
Brand, had no precedents to guide him, and 
in the then small House personal feeling was 
marked. The second Assembly, after about 
three years of its course, was getting rather 
bored with itself, and in a thin House a 
resolution was moved that the Governor be 
asked to dissolve Parliament. There were 
thirteen voting on each side, and the Speaker 
ave his vote in favour of the resolution. 

absent members took@alarm, turned u 
on the morrow, and by 2 votes to 1 
rescinded the resolution. 

Two years afterwards, in 1864, a new House 
had been elected. One of the new members, 
at the club, made a bet that he would not be 
a member of the House in a few hours’ time, 
and immediately wrote out his resignation 
and sent it to the Speaker. In a few hours 


he repented, and thought he had better lose 


his bet than his seat, and so sent a friend to 
the Speaker with a request for the return of 
the letter. As the letter had not been com- 
municated to the House, the Speaker returned 
it to the writer. News of the resignation 
leaked out, and the. Opposition demanded a 
select committee to decide whether the 
member was really a member or no. The 
Constitution laid down that a member might 
resign his seat on communicating his inten- 
tion to the Speaker. The commi declined 
to solve thé riddle and refused to express an 
opinion. Then the House was asked to pass 
a resolution which really censured the 
Speaker. The voting was equal, and the 
Speaker was asked to give his casting vote. 
Fearlessly he declared his reasons, and then 
voted against the resolution. 

When the early personal era of the 
Assembly had been merged into the modern 
stage of responsible government the Speaker 
was twice faced with the responsibility of 
giving a casting vote. Sir Henry Juta was 
Speaker of the House which faced the 
passions let loose by the Jameson Raid. 
After the resignation of Rhodes the Opposi- 
tion was confident and aggressive. In 1 it 
moved that “the Government does not pos- 
sess the confidence of the House,” and the 
division revealed 36 votes on either side, with 
six members unaccounted for. The Speaker 
voted against the motion, ‘‘ to keep the ques- 
tion open,’’ and Sir Gordon Sprigg struggled 
on for another session, nicknamed 
Speaker’s Government.”’ 

After the 1898 election Sir Bisset Berry 
was Speaker, and parties were as equally 
balanced as before. The scale was slightly 
tilted towards the Opposition, and so Mr. 
Schreiner took office with a slender majority. 

e burning question was that of a new 
basis of representation, the Opposition, after 
the manner of Oppositions, offering figures to 
show that they really represented the 
majority. So keenly was the question de- 
bated, so evenly were parties divided, that it 
looked as though there would be an abortive 
session. Then a Bondsman moved that the 
Prime Minister, the Leader of the Opposition, 
with two or three members nominated by 


each, should be a committee to devise a com- 


promise. The Government refused to accept, 
but the defection of a single member divided 
the House equally, and the Speaker was 
called upon to give his casting vote. ‘To 
keep the question open” he voted for the 
compromise. The Government wisely ac- 
cepted the position, and the expedient was 
eminently successful. A compromise satis- 
factory to each side was hammered out and 
carried through Parliament. /

The 
petition, which has been organised by the 
Young Suffragists’ Society, calls upon the 
Prime Minister not only to give the women 
of twenty-one the vote, but to promise that 
a bill to carry this into effect shall be 
the first measure of next session. 


Lady Astor’s Seat. 


A most interesting contest is promised 
in the Sutton Division of Plymouth at the 
next general election ; for Lady Astor, the 
Conservative member, who already had 
Liberal and Labour opponents, is now 
threatened with Conservative opposition. 
The Plymouth Imperial Conservative Asso 
ciation has chosen a candidate who is 
likely to be a strong one, and the leading 
plank in his platform is to be no prohibi- 
tion. Lady Astor, as is well known, is 
one of the strongest advocates of forcible 
temperance, and, in the circumstances, it 
will cause little surprise if she decides to 
sever her connection with the local Con- 
servative organisation, and contest the seat 
as an independent candidate. 


Americans in Ireland. 


Quite a number of the delegates to the 
American Legion Convention, to be held 
in Paris later in the month, will be visit- 
ing Ireland either before or after the 
convention. A delegation from Boston, 
consisting of Captain John J. Lydon, a 
veteran of the 101st Infantry Regiment, 
which saw service in France during the 
war, and Messrs. Thomas F. Phelan, 
James H. Burke, and Richard J. Savage, 
has just reached London after a fortnight’s 
motor tour in the Free State, where they 
were greatly impressed with the general 
conditions, while the hotel accommodation 
and the state of the roads came up to their 
highest expectations. 


Beam Wireless. 


With the opening of: the Indian Beam 
Wireless Service to-day, the last link in 
the chain of Empire “wireless” inter- 
communication .was completed, At the 
Central Telegraph Office a Wheatstone 
receiver connected with a land line with 
Skegness, by Beam wireless to Kirkee in 
India, and by a further land line from 
Kirkee to Bombay, brought messages in 
rapid succession. Actual replies were 
received in London ten minutes after 
messages had been handed in for transmis- 
sion to India. A sad incident occurred 
during the Press demonstration, when 
Major Vincent Smith, the representative 
of The. Times, was suddenly taken ill. He 
was conveyed to hospital, but passed away 
in a few minutes. 


An Irish Pageant. 


The pageant organised by the London- 
Irish Regiment, to be given at Chelsea 
next heen 4 promises to be a real Irish 
affair. The massed bands of the London 
Irish, the Irish Guards and the Royal Ulster 
Rifles, with drums and pipers, are to take 
a leading part in the proceedings, while 
the Royal Irish Fusiliers, though stationed 
at Cairo, are determined not to be out 
of the picture. They are sending home a 
set of uniforms of the time of the Penin- 
sular War, to be donned by old comrades 
in London, so that the Faugh-a-Ballaghs 
may be properly represented in a proces- 
sion which is to be one of the features 
of the pageant. The costumes mark 1811, 
the great year of the regiment, when in 
the battle of Barossa it captured the eagle 
of the 8th French Regiment, a reproduc- 
tion of which the men wear on their 
buttons to this day. 


A Shipping Exhibition. 


The Duke of Northumberland is to open 
the Shipping and pom. NIE Exhibition 
at Olympia on Thursday. undreds of 
tons of machinery, to be seen in operation, 
are now being fitted. Im ome case a 
twenty-eight ton generating plant has been 
placed on a bed of thirty tons of concrete, 
and one stand alone consists of sixty tons 
of machines, which will be shown shearing 
and punching holes in sheets of steel. A 
stainless steel wire. the fifth of the thick 
ness of a human hair, will have as an 
opposite a cable nearly two feet in circum- 
ference. Every type of metal welding will 
be demonstrated. Sea cooks, including 
Indians, will prepare various meals. A 
deep sea diver will be at work in a huge 
tank, and machine tools will be running. 


An Auto-Alarm. 


The exhibition will include a device, 
which, if it proves to be practicable, will 
mark an important step forward regarding 
safety at sea. The Board of Trade regula 
tions require that every ship above 4 
certain tonnage must have wireless 
apparatus, but it is only the very big vessels 
which can maintain more than one wireless 
operator. This official cannot continue on 
duty day and night, and, when he is 
resting, his vessel is useless from a wireless 
point of view. The new invention is an 
auto-alarm, susceptible ta distress signals 
from other vessels whether the operator 1s 
on duty or not. It rings a bell easily 
heard by the officer of the watch, who can 
awake the wireless man to take a message.

A TRIAL TRIP IN THE 
PRINCESS XENIA, 


From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
BALDONNEL, Monday. Night. 
Last evening I was takén up as a 
passenger on the test flight of the Fokker 
monoplane, Princess Xenia, at Baldonnel. 
All day long engineers and mechanics 
had been busy putting the finishing 
touches to both engine and machine. The 
work of fuelling then began, and at seven 
o'clock the machine was hauled out of the 
hangar. 
The engine was started, and for about 
ten 1ainutes Captain Piercey, the British 
test pilot, tuned her up. Shortly before 
7.30 the word was given for all aboard, 
and a few minutes later we were taxi-ing 
to the other end of the aerodrome for 
the “take-off.” Turning the machine 
around, to face into the light Easterly 
wind that was blowing, Captain Piercey 
opened out the throttle, and, with a great 
roar, the machine swept over the ground, 
and, at a speed of sixty-five miles an hour, 
took off without a quiver inside two 
hundred yards, although it was carrying 
approximately sixty per cent. of the full 
load. 
THE INDICATOR. » 
At ninety miles an hour, the monoplane 
gracefully to five hundred feet. 
Inside in the passengers’ cabin I was 
standing between two huge petrol tanks, 
which each: hold 205 gallons of spirit. 
Three feet in front the two pilots, Captain 
McIntosh and Captain Percey, sat in their. 
cockpit before the dual controls.

Around in a wide semi-circle, we flew 
over the country outside the city. | 
.. The roar of the engine was tremendous, 
but the smooth purring quality of the 
sound did not deafen or hurt the ear. 
drums. With a smoothness only equalled 
by the motion of a ship in a calm’ sea, the 
aeroplane glided on through the air. 

As she circled around the aerodrome 
before landing, one felt slightly envious 
of Captain MeIntosh and Captain Joyn- 
son-Wreford, who have staked their al] on

On each chart an alternative route is 
plotted out, which can be taken to avoid 
bad weather in one section. Hour by 
hour their courses are mapped out, and 
hour by hour on each chart, the compass, 
courses and degrees of the other instru- 
ments t.ey will carry are set out, 

HOW THEY WILL TALK, 

If they do not strike land on the other 

side of the Atlantic after a set time, 
following any charted route, directions are 
set out for altering their compass course 
so that they must strike land. 
' One other example of the thoroughness 
of the airmen’s preparations for their 
great flight is the uncanny device they 
have for communicating with one another, 
as ordinary speech is made impossible by 
the roar of the engine. 

Each pilot will wear a pair of ordinary 
head ’phones, with a very delicate instru- 
ment strapped around his neck, so that 
two small circular pads rest on each side 
of the wind-pipe. This instrument 
transmits and translates into ordinary 
language in the opposite head ’phones the 
vibrations of the vocal chords that take 
place in the act of ordinary speech. 

PRAISE FOR BALDONNEL. 

Captain McIntosh spoke enthusiastically 
of the working of the engine and aero- 
plane during the flight, and of the excel- 
lence of the aerodrome. 

'“Do you know,” he said, “I have 
landed in the best aerodromes in Europe, 
but Baldonnel beats them all. It could 
not be bettered. - The run is first-class, 
and the level of the ground could hardly 
be beaten. I am very satisfied with every- 
thing.’’ 

Captain Piercey, with a true test pilot's 
caution,- would not commit himself be- 
yond saying: “Everything is going on 
magnificently.”’ 

A THREE HOURS’ START. 
Discus-ing the situation that has arisen 
through Mr. Levine’s intention to start 
for New York from Cranwell Aerodrome 
in the morning, Captain Joynson-Wreford 
said: “He is not going to beat us now. 
If he starts at 5 o’clock in the morning, 
we will be off within two hours. We have 
three hours’ start on him at least, but, 
in addition, our machine, ‘Princess 
Xenia,’ can travel faster than his. We 
have a 510 horse-power engine, and he has 
only a 200 horse-power engine—rather 
weak power on which to battle against 
head-winds and tou! weather. We admire 
Levine for his pluck, but whatever 
happens he is not going to beat us.

Spiritualism, as viewed by the psycholo- 
gist, with a rejoinder by Sir Oliver Lodge. 
This summarises a discussion opened by 
Dr. T. W. Mitchell, past president of the 
Psychica] Research Society, which aroused 
intense interest at the Psychology Section 
of the British Association at Leeds to-day. 
Dr. Mitchell's subject was entitled 
“The Phenomena of Spiritualistic 
Trance,’ but the crowded meeting showed. 
that a much wider - significance was 
attached to the discussion. 
“The bare statement that knowledge is 
sometimes acquired in a supernormal 
manner——that is to say, acquired other- 
wise than through the known organs of 
sense—is, in my opinion, a statement of 
a fact ot nature which men of science 
can no longer deny and should no longer 
neglect,’’ said Dr. Mitchell. 
EVIDENCE FOR CLAIRVOYANCE 
WEAK. | 
Supernormal acquisition. of knowledge 
implied at least some unsuspected exten- 
sion of human faculty. It implied know- 
ledge of events in the outside world or 
in other minds which were not mediated 
by the organs of sense, and, perhaps, not 
mediated by any material things. The 
evidence for thought transference or tele- 
pathy was strong and that for clairvoyance 
was weak. 
He had been maintained by many com- 
petent observers that entranced mediums 
had sometimes displayed knowledge that 
could not have been borne from the mind 
of any living person. We might have to 
revise, then, our notions of what being 
dead implied. “We may have to conceive 
of the mind of a dead person as persist- 
ing in some form that permits it to be 
still available as a source of super- 
normally acquired knowledge. The usual 
implication of an assumption of this 
kind is expressed as a belief in human 
‘survival of bodily death.” 
SURVIVAL OF BODILY DEATH. 
The observed facts were sometimes held 
to support the. view that the mind or 
soul or spirit of man was immortal. 
There was nothing in the evidence pro- 
vided by psychological research that could 
be legitimately said either in support of 
or in opposition to such a doctrine. 
Survival of bodily death was not, and did 
not imply, immortality. There were 


recorded cases which pointed to 
the possibility, if they did not 
compel the belief, that after death 


of the body some part of the mind con- 
tinued to exist for a time at least. Just 
as the body kept its form for a time after 
death so might the mind. If this were so 
it would not be inconsistent with much of 
the evidence to suppose that in the course 
of time this mental structure disintegrated 
as did the bodily structure. So | some 
knowledge might be acquired in medium- 
istic trancé by telepathy from the dead. 
That was, however, survival in the ordi- 
nary sense of survival of a pérsonality. 
A NATURALISTIC EXPLANATION. 
A naturalistic explanation might even 
be given of the production in a life-like 
way of the voice and mannerisms of some 
friend. The entranced medium 
might obtain telepathically from the un- 
conscious sitter an accurate picture of 
the dead friend and reproduce it. Some 
mediums were perfect actors ; none of the 
evidence’ for’ survival was sufficient to 
compel us to subscribe to this belief. 
“Telepathy or some mode of acquiring 
knowledge which for the present we may 
call super-nermal, must be admitted; for 
if we stand helpless in the face of well- 
attested phenomena which we. cannot 
account for and cannot deny, man may 
survive bodily death, and, after death, 
may sometimes communicate with the 
living. But empirical inquiry so far has 
brought no evidence that would compe] the 
unbelieve: to abandon his conviction that 
no man lives for ever ; that dead men rise 
up never.”’ 

SIR OLIVER LODGE’S REPLY. 
Sir Oliver Lodge said: “‘ Now telepathy 
seems to be the salvation of the orthodox. 
The dispute with those who know is not 
about the phenomena, it is about the 
meaning of the phenomena. It is an open 
question what the meaning is. Those who 
know the facts are entitled to their 
opinion. Those who do not know the facts 
are not entitled to any opinion. . Some 
scientific men do not like the facts; they 
shy at them, but the facts are there. That 
belief in personal immortality will be 
forced on men I do not believe—that pearla 
will be cast before those who are not 
worthy to Lave them. It is of deep 
interest to everybody to know what is to 
happen to them in a few years. 
TELEPATHY NOT SUFFICIENT 

7 EXPLANATION. : 

“To: my mind the hypothesis of tele- 
pathy has already been stretched by the 
labours of those on the other side until 
it breaks. It does not explain every- 
thing. I hope that after this meeting 
some more creditable open-mindedness in 
science will be possible, and that no 
longer will the facts be officially ignored. 
Dr. W. Brown, President of the section, 
said that the telepathy hypothesis might 
become so complicated that it might be 
easier to accept another. Science usually 
moved towards simplification of its 
hypotheses. 
A woman member of the audience asked 
if mediums were not always women, and, 
if so, why? 
Dr. ‘ Mitchell—Mediums are not always 
women, so there is no reason to say why.

Nations began its eighth session this morning, 
in its usual unceremonious fashion. The dele- 
gates of forty-nine nations strolled quietly 
in at intervals between 10 o’clock and 10.30. 
and, a few minutes later, the acting President, 
Senor Villegas (Chile), tapped the wooden 
hammer on the desk in front of him, and rose 
to deliver the annual speech reviewing the 
activities of the League during the past year. 
He had, on the one side, the Secretary- 
General, Sir Eric Drummond, and, on the 
other, the Deputy Secretary, General M. 
Avenol (France). Unfortunately, Senor 
Villegas read his address from typescript, in 
a low and hurried monotone, which was quite 
inaudible in nine-tenths of the hall. It is a 
great pity that Senor Villegas’s words did not 
reach his audience, for subsequent perusal 
showed that he had composed a tho ghtful 
and interesting address, and an opening 
speech affords an excellent opportunity for 
gauging the temper of the new assembly and 
arousing in the audience that corporate feel- 
ing on which so much of the work of the 
League depends for its success. He 
had a ‘notable gathering before him. In 
addition to a score of Foreign Ministers, 
there were several former Foreign Ministers 
and former Prime Ministers, and Envoys from 
evey continent. The most numerous delega- 
tion this year is that of France, which in- 
cluded 28 persons. 


THE ECONOMIC CONFERENCE. 

Senor Villegas, in his review of the year, 
said that the whole of international life ..d 
not consist of politics; and the daily tasks 
which the League was performing, in other 
ways, would, perhaps, have more durable re- 
sults than the relative and passing effects of 
some political events which attracted more 
attention at the moment. He instanced the 
help given to the Estonian Government in re- 
forming its currency and banking; the issue 
of a loan to the free City of Danzig; the 
work done to prevent the counterfeiting of 
money, and the attempt to find solutions for 
the problems of double taxation and tax 
evasion. He recalled that the World 
Economic Conference had been attended by a 
large delegation from Soviet Russia and by 
observers from Mexico, and that both Turkey 
and Egypt had participated in the Transit 
Conference. The findings of the Economic 
Conference had been strongly supported by 
the Congress of the International Chamber of 
Commerce at Stockholm. In the matter of 
the limitation of armaments, Senor Villegas 
spoke of discerning prudence, which was a 
condition of final success. The triple problem 
of arbitration, security and disarmament 
remained. 


BARON KATO DEAD, 


ADMIRAL WHO 


BLOCKADED TSING TAO, 


TOKIO, Monday. 

Baron Kato, whose death was announced 
to-day, received his title in 1916, and 
retired with the rank of Admiral! in 1922. 
Born in Tokio Fu in 1861, he became a 
Second Sub-Lieutenant in 1886, Captain in 
1902, Rear-Admiral in 1907, and Com- 
mander of the Second Squadron in 1913. 
He was Commander-in-Chief of the Second 
Fleet that blockaded Tsing Tao in the 
Great War. In February, 1915, he was 
made Chief of the Naval Education Board, 
and in the following year was given 
command of the Kure Naval Station.

MR. HICKS’S CHANGE OF 
OUTLOOK, 


The Time’, in a leading article on the ad- 
dress of the President of the Trades Union 


Congress, says :— i ! 
"The address was coloured by Mr. Hicks's 
own opinions, which when Giplanins to the 
full their natural tint are-markedly red; but 
the final impression of a careful orn of 
his speech is that extremism has yielded to 
prudence, and that Mr. Hicks has_ reached 
the conviction that the policy of the trade 
union movement ought te be co-operation be- 
tween the workers’ and the. employers’ 
organisations in a common endeavour to im- 
prove the efficiency of industry, and to raise 
the workers’ standard of life. , 
Now, it must be admitted that this is a 
rather surprising doctrine to be taught by a 
man of Mr. Hicks’s political and industrial 
antecedents. Mr. Hicks is one of a small 
roup which has maintained in the General 
ouncil an active left wing propaganda, and 
he has been a Jeading advocate of an alliance 
with the Russian trade unions, even at the 
risk of importing Communistic tendencies into 
British trade unionism. There are passages 
in his address which clearly indicate the 
former tendency to extremism in outlook and 
statement. It is possible, of course, that 
this tendency may reassert itself, and thal. 
sentences which, in the light of what followed, 
can be treated to-day as a sort of rhetorical 
display of consistency may really indicate an 
ineradicable bias. 
But at the present time Mr. Hicks is, at 
least, prepared to explore the possibility of 
reaching an understanding with employers in. 
order to secure the maximum efficiency of 
industry and the maximum welfare of the 
workpeople. It is a welcome sign, and may 
mark the beginning of a notable development 
of trade union policy. i 
Mr. Citrine is also prepared to enter into 
discussions with representatives of the em- 
ployers. He rules out, as Mr. Hicks does, a 
conference with any political complexion, and 
that ie a condition fo be welcomed without 
reserve, and one that will be regarded by 
the Government of the day with complete 
satisfaction.

LETTER. 
The text of Mr. Walsh’s letter—in

LUCERNE, 2/9/27. 

Liam T. MacCosgair, Esq., 

President, 

Dear PReEsIDENT,—Before leaving Ire- 
land on Friday last I took steps to 
inform Mr. Barry Egan, Chairman of the 
Cork Branch of Cumann na nGaedheal, 


embark @n a general election campaign. 

This intimation was quite apart from 
my feeling that the election itself was 
uncalled for. , 

There were, however, other than 
physical reasons for this decision. You 
will remember that about twelve months 
ago, rather than cause a rift in the party 
on economic questions, particularly on 
that of protection for agriculture and 
industry, I reluctantly agreed to give the 
Tariff Commission a trial, not that I had 
much faith in the impartiality of a body 
dominated. by an Englishman and an 
ex-editor of an English Free Trade 
journal. 

THE TARIFF QUESTION. 

This hopelessly prejudiced experiment 
on the fortunes of industrial Ireland has 
now dallied for a full year, while the few 
remaining industries of the nation were 
permitted to decline. But information of 
the most reliable character, which reached 
me shortly before the dissolution, convinced 
me that not only was this not a Tariff 
Commission, but that its sole determina- 
tion seemed to be to produce arguments 
in favour of Free Trade. Had I not 
quitted Cumann na nGaedheal now, I 
most certainly would have had to do so 
on the production of the findings of these 
Free Trade civil servants. * 

But whatever GWoubts I have had 
hitherto on the economic policy of the 
Government, I have none to-day, seeing 
that the party itself has gone bodily over 
to the most reactionary elements of the 
State, who will henceforth control its 
policy. A Government cannot depend on 
the votes of ranchers and importers and 
at the same time develop industry and 
agriculture. 
party of Arthur Griffith’s economic teach- 
ings will now be forced, if they still 
desire to adhere to Cumann na nGaedheal, 
to subordinate their life-long convictions 
to the dictates of people whose only con- 
cern appears to be the welfare of Eng- 
land. .How this orientation. can best be 
explained to an electorate which hoped 
for economic salvation from the party to 
which I have hitherto claimed member- 
ship is not a matter on which I need at 
this stage speculate, though I have a 
shrewd suspicion of their ultimate fate. 


“ A CRUEL JOKE.” 

The only questions that should con- 
cern the people in this election, to my 
view, are a disappearing population, dis- 
appearing trade, and -<apidly sinking 
bank reserves, the culminative product 
of an adverse trading balance of some 
eighteen millions a year—otherwise a loss 
of this appalling sum to foreigners to pro- 
duce for us what we are easily capable of 
producing in our own land. 

This, surely, is a situation calling aloud 
for a vigorous and sweeping change. 
Another five years of this galloping decline 
in a country teeming with natural riches 
must leave us incapable of revival for 
generations. In my humble. opinion, 
oaths, loans, and what Mr. So-and-So did 
or said in such-and-such a year are’ merely 
a cruel kind of a joke beside this terrible 
tragedy, the curing of which in a brief 
period of time is in the hands of a 
resolute Government 

As you know. Mr. President, for almost 
three years now I have preached and 
pleaded on behalf of some such policy 
which would provide work for all and 
more money than we should ever need for 
development, but in vain. Nobody can, 
therefore, accuse me now of hasty dction. 
Having failed to convert my colleagues to 
the necessity of adopting the only weapon 
that remained to us in the most mutilated 
State in Europe, I prefer to retire from 
the scene temporarily rather than give 
the appearance of helping a party, highly

THE NORTH. 

I, too, believe in friendship with Eng- 
land, but hold that it will be soon enough 
to show friendship when LEngland’s 
Colonial advisers decide to. hand -back 
those chunks of territory deliberately torn 
from us in the Treaty of 1922. 

Until this great wrong has been righted, 
4 matter solely in the hands of the 
English Government, the Irish race at 
home and abroad should keep its powder 
dry and make it known to all and sundry 
that friendship is only possible on one 
condition—that condition being the unity 
of our land and every inch thereof. Any 
other policy will mean, to my view, 
eternal strife and turmoil at home, with 
the new Pale as a jumping-off ground for 
permanent partition and ultimate destruc: 
tion. 

Tt is because there is no hope of seeing 
eye to eye with you and your colleagues 
on these two big questions that I can 
accept no further responsibility for the 
Cumann na nGaedheal organisation, nor 
permit my name to be put forward in the 
present contest. 

TRIBUTE TO HIS COLLEAGUES. 

From the little information that has 
reached me so far it is clear that rival 
political parties are seeking to misconstrue 
this step of mine in their own favour. I 
must, therefore, make it clear that my 
retirement is solely on a question of prin- 
ciple covering the two main points of 
policy stated. 

Apart from these matters, which are 
honest differences of opinion, and the 
privilege of every individual, I must con- 
clude by saying that I have never met 
a more honest or fearless body of men 
in any other walk of life than the men I 
have worked with over these trying years; 
and my only regret is that what I con- 
ceive to be national duty compels me to 
take the action I have now taken.

President for the great courtesy and high 
level of dealing you have always shown to , 
me in the conduct of my department, and,

THE MEN OF CULTURE AND VISION. 

In. every a, mgs force and govern- 
ments and kings and princes—are 
prophets, the men of culture and of vision, 
who know the past and can often foresee 
wha’ is to come. The majority of men go 
on waiting for the future, not knowing what 
it is to be, having no part in its birth or 
progress. 

Yet there are men behind the scenes, as 
it were, with prophetic vision, trying to in- 
fluence others by word and action, endeavour- 
ing to promote what will bring peace and 
justice and happiness, and to avert what 
may bring trouble and danger, and, perhaps, 
disaster, to the country and its institutions, 
to its best traditions, which they love. There 
in the old Scriptural words are the chariot 
of Israel and the horsemen thereof. . 

I have not thought it imappropriate 
to take these words as my text, the preacher 
continued, in what I am about to say of one 
who was a great man, and in the true sense 
a prophet—the late Provost. of Trinity 
College, Dr. John Henry Bernard. To give 


an appreciation of the life and work ofthe | 


Provost is a very difficult task, and could 
only be undertaken by one who had an 
intimate knowledge of the inner history of 
the country for the last twenty years, which 
I do not possess, and who had carefully 
followed the many changes that have taken 
place which so vitally affected the life of 
the people, and the well-being of the Church 
of Ireland and Dublin University. 

WISE AND FAR-SEEING STATESMAN- 

SHIP. 

Dr. Bernard had during this time always 
taken arf active part in all that concerned the 
great institutions likely to be affected by 
political changes, and his wise and far-Seeing 
statesmanship, his great inflpence—an_ in- 
fluence dué to the regard that all- political 
parties, both here and in England, had for 
his great intellectual powers—and his untir- 
ing activity on behalf of his country and 
its great institutions, did much to secure 
for them a greater promise of permanence, 
stability and usefulness than man; thought 
was likely or possible. I can only give you 
a private appreciation of the Provost from 
a rather slight knowledge of political matters, 
and as having been honoured for many years 
by his friendship, which I highly valued. 

"I can remember the Proovst for nearly 


fifty years—I recollect his slim, boyish figure | 


in the College courts, and how he astonished 
us all by taking- honours in three subjects 
at his Little Go—an achievement which was 
then remarakble, and, I think, amprecedented. 
His brilliant University career, durin 
which he won nearly every possible prize an 
honour in a variety of subjects, ended with 
his election to a Fellowship at an-early age. 
A DISTINGUISHED STUDENT. - 

A distinguished student in mathematics, 
philosophy and modern languages, a g 
Sesstonl scholar, and later devoted to 
theology, he became Archbishop King’s 
Lecturer in Divinity. Then he was elected by 
the Chapter to the Deanery of St. Patrick s. 
Some years after he became Bishop of Ossory, 
then Archbishop of Dublin, which See he 
resigned to become Provost of Trinity College. 

Some of his best friends were disappoin 
at his resignation of the Archbishopric, but 
few could attribute anything but the highest 
motives td his action, whic 
without considerable hesitation and through a 
sense of duty to his Church as well as his 
University ; for the interests of both are very 
closely connected, He was pressed to accept 
the collegiate office by many far-seeing, in- 
fluential people. It was urged, and I think 
fairly urged, that. at the time the Church 
would find it easier to secure a successor to 
the See of Dublin than for the. University a 
Provost fitted to what was then a very diffi- 
cult post. At least, we can say confidently 
that the Church of Ireland and the Province 
and: Diocese of Dublin have not suffered by 
his resignation, wise and able as his adminis- 
tration of the See was; but who can affirm 
that the University would have been as 
fortunate and as wisely guided as it was 
under his rule during a very critical period 
of its history? 

A BORN RULER. 

Speaking of the Provost's achievements in 
literature, Archdeacon Stewart went on to 
say—He was more to us tha. a great scholar. 
On many occasions, as a representative of our 
Churcl:, our University and country, he did 
much to enhance their reputation both in 
England and abroad. We had good reason to 
be proud of such a representative. He always 
gave of his best; no pains were too great for 
any work that he was engaged in, and he 
expected others to give of their best also. 

e was a disciplinarian in the best sense. 
As Archbishop and Provost he showed him- 
self a born ruler; in fact, in this particular 
he carried out the apostolic precept, the 
essential thing for all in authority in any 
sphere—he ruled with diligence. 


A GREAT PERSONALITY. 

He was a great personality whom many 
looked upon with respect and admiration— 
but as one rather at a distance. He was, 
perhaps, reserved; but many knew him in 
what we may call his more human aspect, 
and found in him the helpful counsellor in 
doubt or trouble, the wise adviser in cases of 
difficulty. His country, his Church and his 
University have lost at once in him a true 
vatriot, a devoted and loyal son, a great 
rovost. 

_ The story in the chapter from which the text 
is taken goes on that the old prophet tells the 
young king to open the window towards the 
East, towards Syria, and shoot.

negotiate when on the down grade. 


HOW ACCIDENT OCCURRED.

I have visited 
some relatives there and know that a school 
there, known as Howe’s Academy, took great 
pride in the fact that Senator Clark had 
once been a student there.
